On motion of Mr. Howard, a committee of two, composed of 
Messrs. Howard and Mattox, were appointed to conduct the 
President elect, Mr. Monroe, to the Chair, who was intro- 
duced to the Council by the committee, and addressed the 
Council as follows : 


GENTLEMEN OF THE CotncrL—Allow me to return my most 
heartfelt and sincere thanks for the honor you have confer- 
red upon me. The position to which you have elected me 
was not sought by me, and was wholly unexpected. Whilst 
presiding over your deliberations, I shall be governed by mo- 
tives of strict justice, and will try to the best of my ability to 
discharge the duties of my position impartially, and I beg your 
kind indulgence for any errors I may commit. You can mate- 
rially aid and assist me; in fact, the good order and decorum 
of this body rests with you. Onur session is limited by the Or- 
ganic Act, to forty days, a time too short to devote that care and 
deliberation which ought to be given to legislation, but let us 
bend to our work, and do the best we can under the circum- 
stances. Although our compensation has been reduced to a 
mere pittance, let us by our acts show Congress and the people 
of this Territory, that we serve from higher motives than mere 
money. Gentlemen, allow me again to express my grateful 
thanks for the unexpected honor you have done me. 


On motion of Mr. Coston, Chief Justice Noggle was request- 
ed to administer the oath of office to the President. 

i Chief Justice Nogele then administered the oath to the Pres- 
ident. 

The Council then proceeded to the election of its other per- 
manent officers.

That, after due consideration, we would recommend the adop- 
tion of the Standing Rules of the Council of the last session, 
as published in pamphlet form, a copy of which accompanies 
this report, as follows: 

I. 

The Council shall choose, by ballot; one of the members to oe- 
cupy the Chair, who shall be entitled President of the Council, 
and who shall hold his office during the session thereof, unless 
he be removed therefrom by a vote of two-thirds of the mem» 
bers present. 

j I. 

The President shall take the Chair at the hour to which the 
Council shall have adjourned; shall immediately call the mem- 
bers to order, and on the appearance of a quorum shall cause 
the Journal of the preceding day to be read and corrected. 

i m. 


He shall preserve order and decorum; may speak to points 
of order in preference to other members, rising from his seat 
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for that purpose, and shall decide questions of order, subject to 
an appeal to the Council by any member, and said appeal shall 
prevail when voted for by two thirds of the members present. 


TY. 
Ife shall rise to put a question, but may state it sitting. 
Vv. 


Questions shall be distinctly put in this form, to wit: “As 
many as are of the opinion that, (as the question may be,) say 
Aye,” and after the atlirmative voice is expressed,— As many 
as are of the contrary opinion, say No.” Ifthe President doubt, 
or a division be called for, the Council shall divide; those in

Committee, unless otherwise especially ordered by the Council.

No amendment shall be received on third reading, except to 
fill blanks, without the unanimous consent of the Council. In 
filling blanks, the largest sum, longest time, and greatest dis- 
tance shall be first taken.

A bill or resolution may be committed at any time previous 
to its passage; and if any amendment be reported upon such 
commitment by any other than a Committee of the Whole, it 
shall be again read the second time, considered in the Commit- 
tee ofthe Whole, when appropriating money, and the question 
for third reading and passage again put.

MESSAGE FROM THE GOVERNOR. 


Exxcutive OFFicz, \ 
Borz Crry, I. T., Dec. 19, 1870. 
Lo the Honorable D. G. Monroe, President of the Council: 
Sir—I herewith respectfully return to your honorable body 
Council Bill No. 2, being an Act to provide for the disposition 
of the Lots in Boise City, and of the proceeds thereof without 
my approval; and assign the following reasons, therefor : 
Hirst—The bill starts out with the creation and appointment 
of a commission composed of three persons designated in the 
bill, whose duty it is to hear and take the proofs and applica- 
tions of claimants, owners and occupants of lots in the town 
site. The first objection to this commission is, that as it has 
no power except to receive proofs, itis cumbersome and useless ; 
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the Mayor could file the proofs, as they are documentary, and 
thus save the whole expense of the commission. - 

Second—The time js fixed at which the said commission may 
enter upon their duty : but I am unable to fnd any provision 
in the bill to limit the term of commission. The labor of the 
commission may terminate in thre or six months; but there is 
nothing in the bill to prevent its continuation for two years. 
Each commissioner is entitled to the sum of six dollars per day 
for his services, beside the actual cost of the plat. 

Third—The Commissioners are to hear the application’ and 
to report to the Mayor their doings within ten days after the 
completion of their duties under this Act. Just when this 
would be is not indicated in the bill. 

Fourth—In the case of adverse claims, ete., the Mayor is pre- 
eluded from acting in the case of the contestants, until the par- 
ties soul have first settled their title, and adjudicated their 
rights in the Courts having the jurisdiction to determine the 
subject-matter in dispute, so that the owners, occupants and 
claimants to lots in said town site, are compelled to pass through 
the tedious and expensive circumlocution process, of first going 
to the Commissioners ; second to the Mayor, and third, from 
the Mayor to the District Court—the costs and charges of 
which are not enumerated. 

If A should make his application to the Comunissioners for 
lot 2 in block 8, and B from meanness or some worse motive, 
should step forward and pass in a line of abjections to .A’s title 
and ownership, and claim title himself, this would be sufficient 
to tie the matter up, because the Commission has no judicial 
power to settle the controversy or to order a deed to the right- 
ful owner, and close ont the pretender. After some months 
the report of the Commissioners might perhapsreach the May- 
or, and after some further delay, the Mayor might be able to 
enlighten the claimants as to the status of their case. By this 
time, ifthe parties failed to come together on a compromise, 
they would be apprised that an action of ejectment in the Dis- 
trict Court was the only remedy left them. 

Believing that your honorable body are only too anxious to 
do justice in this matter, and that you will adopt some other 
more cheap andsummary method by which the persons entitled 
thereto can procure deeds to their lots in said town site. I 
would most respectfully suggest that a bill, short and ex- 
plicit in its provisions, be passed, requiring the owners, occu- 
pants and claimants to be and appear before the District Court 
at a special term thereof, held for such purpose, file their proofs 
and applications withthe Clerk of said Court, which would 
probably cost not over fifty cents. Thus, on the day set for 
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hearing, the Court could pass on all cases wherein there was no 
contest, by an order, which would have the effect ofa decree, 
directing the Mayor, to make the conveyance, &c. Where an 
adverse claim had been putin, the Court could proceed to hear 
and try the same without further delay. Hundreds of cases 
may be disposed of by the general order of the Court where 
there is no conilict of title and the cost would be mere nothing. 
A special term of one week would be sufficient. to dispose of 
the whole matter and without unnecessary cost to the people.

It is not pro- 
posed to grant thesame rights and privileges to each and every 
citizen of Idaho Territory, against whom a judgment has been 
rendered, the poor and the rich alike, and thereby, in accord- 
ance with the American rule, treat all men as equals before the 
laws, hence it comes under the head of special legislation, for 
the benefit of the few, so ably and earnestly condemned by Gov. 
Curtis, in his late Message to the Legislature. This money has 
been, by a competent court, adjudged to be due and should at 
once be paid into the Treasury. : 

These defendants are entitled to the same rights and privi- 
leges as every other citizen, no more and no less. This money 
was paid into the Treasury of Boise county for the people, not 
only of Boise county, but of the whole Territory, and of right 
the people demand that it at once be used for the purposes for 
which it was paid into the treasury. Pot 

Upon principle then, I conclude this special privilege dught 
not to be granted to these men. 

Webster says that a privilege is a particular and peculiar 
benefit or advantage enjoyed by a person, company or society, 
beyond the common advantage of other citizens. 

The Congress of the United State, witnessing the extent to 
which the several Territorial legislatures were granting fran- 
chises and special privileges, have, in my judgment, wisely pro- | 
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hibited legislation in the future. Vol. 14, of the U. S. Statutes”

H. W. O. Margary and Chas. A. Nash as experts, and call the 
attention of the Legislative Assembly to the reports of the ex- 
perts, herewith presented. The books, accounts, vouchers and 
documents being correct, and the money on land as by Treas- 
urer’s Report, less disbursements, being: correct :

We find that on the ruling of the Court regarding the collect- 
ing of Foreign Miners’ Tax, that the Treasurer was compelled, 
in order to save the Territorial credit, to retain moneys then - 
on hand which, under the law, were applicable to the redemp- 
tion of bonds, for the purpose of meeting interest to become 
due in dune, 1870. Whilst the discretion on the part of the 
Treasurer was not strictly legal, yet we commend liim for the 
responsibility he assumed, as showing a true appreciation of 
the Territorial credit, and recommend that the Legislative As- 
sembly do, by an act, legalize his doings therein. We would 
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call special attention to the state of the Sinking Fund; allthe 
assets by law now made applicable to that fund up to Ist of 
June, 1871, will only amount to about $900 00, whereas the 
sum then due for interest will be $4,437 29 in coin. As the 
matter of prime importance in Revenue matters is to keep un- 
impaired the Territorial credit; we suggest that the Legisla- 
tive Assembly do pass an act requiring the Territorial Treas- 
urer to hold all moneys that may come into his hands until a 
sufficient sum, not exceeding five thousand dollars in currency, 
shall be placed to the Sinking Fund, to meet the interest due 
on June, 1871, except such as shall be required for the Contin- 
gent Expense Fund and School Fund. 

--In regard to Treasurers and Auditors of counties, we think 
both Territory and counties would be benfited by making these 
salaried offices, but the time left at this session js too short to 
discuss this measure. 

We think, that for two or three years, it will be necessary to 
increase the assessed taxes for the Territorial purposes, as the 
decrease in property valuation is far greater than the increase 
in expenses, and Congress has cut off that tax, for which we 
had such abundant use, to meet interest and redeeming bonds, 
(the Foreign Miners Tax.) 

We suggest that, if this report, and that of the experts, be 

_printed, it would tend to enlighten the citizens of, and Terri- 
tory very much in regard to the finances of the Territory and , 
would be generally beneficial. 

The reports of the experts, herewith submitted, give a full 
report of the true state of affairs. We find the Territorial 
books well and carefully kept, and consider Mr. Cram and Mr. 
Sterling, good, efficient and faithful officers. The experts have 
taken great pains, and have worked with earnestness, and have 
shown themselves thoroughly qualified for the position assigned 

_ them. The amount of work they have done in so short a time, 
working but twenty-three days working time, is great, and we 
only regret that the Legislative Assembly did not get them to 
work in the first days of the session, as then they could have 
shown up every error made by County officers in the reports, 
in its proper place, as from their reports to this Committee, it 
will be seen, that the principal errors are with the County 
officers.

dollars per annum, is so totally at variance with my views of 
right, that I fecl called upon to enter my protest against it. 
That the salary has hitherto been high, is no reason for such ex- 
treme niggardly parsimony. A reasonable deduction ought to 
be made, and I should sanction such an one with pleasure, but 
to fix such a compensation as the one named in this bill, when 
the bond is very heavy, and the responsibilities so grave as at- 
tached to the Treasurers office, is to my mind, unwarrantable 
and unjust. 

The people do not demand of’ officers that they shall serve 
them at a sacrifice of either money or self-respect, whilé it is 
our duty to provide that men shall not grow rich by reason of 
holding office.
